But the great Chicago Fire 
of 1871 is still living, flicker­ 
ing in a ghostly kind of ex­ 
istence that is marking a 
100th birthday today (Oct. 
8). 
The fire was born the In­ 
dian summer evening of Oct. 
8, 1871, a Sunday, in the mod­ 
est surroundings of a ram­ 
shackle bam in an Irish 
neighborhood south of the 
center of the city. Quickly 
escaping the O’Leary fami­ 
ly’s wooden barn and greet­ 
ing the aid of a strong north­ 
erly 
wind, 
it 
grew 
and 
spread, attacking the city of 
334.000 people. 
Before it went away late 
the next night, almost of its 
own accord, it had destroyed 
the heart of Chicago, killed 
an estimated 300 people, 
made 100,000 h o m e l e s s , 
caused close to $200 million 
in damage as it destroyed 
18.000 buildings. 


There have been deadlier 
fires. One of them occurred 
the night after the Chicago 
blaze began, nearly destroy­ 
ing the town of Peshtigo, 
Wis., near Green Bay, as it 
killed 1,182 people, the most 
of any fire in modern times. 
And in 1904 a fire in the 
crowded Iroquois theater in 
Chicago killed more people 
—602—in an hour than the 
whole 1871 disaster had. 


What made the Great Fire 
live was its melodrama. It 
was a fire with heroes and 
villains. It evoked images of 
panicked crowds fleeing to 


the cooling waters of Lake 
Michigan against the back­ 
drop of a sprawling city burn­ 
ing in a mad rage. It was the 
sort of thing that was likely 
to—and did—inspire a fic­ 
tionalized movie account, 
“ In Old Chicago,” a 1937 
epic with Tyrone Power and 
Don Amec he. 
The 100th anniversary has 
brought forth a series of lit­ 
erary attempts to portray 
the fire definitively.

A group of members of 
the elite Chicago Club were 
breakfasting the morning of 
Oct. 9, disdaining the blaze, 
when the club building on 
Michigan Avenue caught fire 
and they were forced to es­ 
cape to the lakefront. But 
before they left they car­ 
ried with them a sofa, a 
bottle of whisky and some 
cigars so they could be com• 
fortable as they waited out 
the end of the fire.

A harried husband offered 
a hack driver $60 to save 
him and his invalid wife but 
b e f o r e they could climb 
aboard the hack a jeweler 
rushed up and offered the 
driver $500 to save his in­ 
v e n t o r y . The h a c k m a n 
slammed his door and was 
about to follow the jeweler 
when two men yanked him 
from the driver’s seat and 
put the sick woman and her 
husband into the hack. Then 
a third b y s t a n d e r drove 
them to safety.

With fear of looting wide­ 
spread and some looting ac­ 
tually taking place, Allan 
Pinkerton, head of the Pink­ 
erton police, issued a hand­ 
bill that read: “ Any person 
Stealing or seeking to steal 
any of the property in my 
c h a r g e or attempting to 
break open the Safes, as the 
men cannot make arrests at 
the present time they shall 
Kill the Persons by my or­ 


ders, no M e r c y Shall be 
shown them, but Death shall 
be their fate* * * 


The fire finally burned 
itself out, with some help 
from a rainstorm on Monday 
night, having destroyed 2,124 
acres on which only a few 
scattered buildings were left 
standing. 
(Though the city fire de­ 
partment, fatigued after a 
long dry summer fighting 
fire after fire, had made 
blunders at the start that 
kept it from bringing the 
flames under control, the 
blaze had been contained 
east of the Chicago River, 
preventing the whole city 
from being consumed.) 


In some respects the fire 
was a blessing. By necessity, 
the r e b u ild in g job went 
quickly, rem oving most 
traces of the fire by 1874. 
And the opportunity to start 
from scratch gave Chicago a 
chance to become a fertile 
ground for many of the 
country’s best architects, the 
place where Louis Sullivan’s 
A u d ito r iu m and Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s house were 
built. 
Today the fire is alive, as 
a hopefully unifying symbol 
of civic spirit, as a reminder 
of man’s vulnerability, as a 
marketable commodity. It is 
alive, crackling and roaring 
and laughing in the distant 
autumn air of the October 
night.

It was 100 years ago, Oct. 8, 1971, that the first few flames 
began clawing at the inside of a small cowshed on a quie 
Chicago street.

The Great Chicago Fire 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
A fire usually dies when the 
last orange-red lappings of 
its life cease and it disap­ 
pears, returning to the mys­ 
terious place whence it came. 


The biggest revelation, that 
Mrs. O’Leary’s cow didn’t 
cause the fire after all, 
comes in a commemorative 
issue of Commerce, the 
magazine published by the 
Chicago Association of Com­ 
merce and Industry. 
According to tradition, the 
fire started when a cow, irri­ 
tated by some injudicious 
milking by Mrs. O’Leary, 
kicked over a kerosene lan­ 
tern and ignited a hay mound. 
Mrs. O’Leary herself always 
denied the charge but she 
took the blame anyway and 
was often depicted in draw­ 
ings as a witchlike hag who 
looked as if she didn't mind 
having the fire.

however, theorizes that it 
was actually a neighbor of 
the O’Leary’s, Dennis “ Peg 
Leg” Sullivan, who started 
the blaze when he sneaked 
back into the O’Leary barn 
to enjoy a nightcap in a soft 
hay pile and, mistaking the 
hay pile for his pipe, acci­ 
dently lit it.

community. Mr. Jackson, who is 
very 
young, 
very 
able,

extraordinarily 
intelligent, 
has 
contrived a 
superb 
blend 
of 
rhetorical 
intransigence * and 
analytical sobriety. 
On the one hand he 
avoids 
anti-white 
racism 
and 
the 
in vid iou s 
anti- 
American 
despair 
that made some of 
h is 
b r o th e r s 
fleetingly 
popular 
during the turbulent 
sixties. On the other 
hand, his rhetorical 
belligerence and his 
irascible 
mien 
(he never smiles, avoiding affability 
with total success», suggest to his 
followers that there is nothing of the 
conciliator in his system, that as 
regards what he considers the rights 
of his constituency, he is as adamant 
as Gromyko. It will be a long time 
before 
a 
Negro 
insurrectionary 
movement will make way with the 
charge that Jackson is playing the 
honkey'sgame. 


Jesse Jackson deals heavily in 
symbols. And it is of course that

I doubt that anybody sincerely 
believes that Richard Poff would 
have undermined the civil rights 
legislation of the sixties, notwith­ 
standing that he voted against it. 
But it was necessary to fight against 
him, because many liberals believe 
that it is necessary to cause to 
suffer those who, in the fifties and 
sixties, interpreted the Constitution 
of the United States in such a way as 
is 
now 
considered 
historically 
atrocious. 


One thinks, by contrast, of the 
debate prompted by the nomination 
of 
Hugo 
Black 
by 
President 
Roosevelt. It transpired, after his 
nomination, that Hugo Black had 
belonged to the Ku Klux Klan. The 
only serious point raised against 
Black was that that membership 
disqualified 
him as a point of 
character. 


But Poff was not forgiven for 
having opposed the civil rights bill, 
notwithstanding that in doing so. he 
understood himself to be making 
formal 
points 
considering 
the 
allocation of political responsibility 
as distributed by the Constitution of 
the United States. It became clear 
to everyone who knew Mr. Poff that 
he loathed Jim Crow; so that in 
making him pay for his opposition to 
the civil rights bill, there was the 
injustice that would arise from thè 
charge that a Supreme Court Justice 
who believes that the Constitution 
authorizes the showing of I Was 
Curious Yellow, is in favor of porno­ 
graphy.

U niversity 
p rofessors' were 
circulating a petition to graduate 
students 
begging 
their 
help 
in 
researching the political record ol 
Richard Pott. They announced their 
intention quite openly: they wanted 
to make it impossible tor him to 
reach the Supreme Court, in punish­ 
ment for his having voted his 
conscience when the civil rights bill 
came up. One cannot imagine the 
same group ot people concerting to 
demonstrate, 
let 
us 
say, 
the 
disqualification of Owen Lattimore 
to serve in the Department of State, 
given the historical misjudgments 
of Professor Lattimore during the 
40 s and 50’s. 
I think ol Jesse Jackson as a 
symbol of what Professor David 
Riesman tin connection with Owen 
Lattimore» once referred to as 
retroactive vindictiveness It gives 
the 
Jacksons, 
and 
their 
white 
epigom. a sense ot satisfaction — of 
emotional satisfaction, even as the 
extension of the terms of the denazi­ 
fication courts continue to give 
satisfaction 
It is appropriate to 
observe that one hopes that this is 
not a game which the other side, in 
search of future satisfactions, will 
want to play. 
Ask Jesse Jackson about 
the 
Black Panthers and he sounds like 
Ilya Ehrenburg defending the purge 
trials. 
Let us hope that in the future he 
will be let off more lightly than 
southerners 
who 
aspire 
to 
the 
Supreme Court. A point to consider, 
as we say goodbye to the aborted 
career of Richard Poff
